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NWS CHANGES HAIL 
CRITERIA 


One-inch hail pounding on the roof of 


your car or house just doesn’t get it anymore. 


As of April 2009, the National Weather 
Service in Indiana has changed the hail 
criteria to one-inch or more before sounding 
an alarm. This change comes following a 
four-year study of hail size and tornado 
activity in Kansas and several other mid- 
western states. They determined winds 
strong enough to cause property damage 
develop as hail reaches the one-inch mark. 
According to Dan McCarthy, Meteorologist 
in Charge at the Indianapolis NWS office, 
hail in excess of one inch usually indicates 
stronger winds aloft that can produce torna- 
does. 

NWS will be looking for wind reports 
beginning at 59 mph. Healthy trees begin to 
lose branches and uproot when winds 
exceed 60 mph. Officials ask that Amateur 
Radio Severe Weather Spotters stay alert to 
these new wind and hail criteria. Reports of 
strong winds and smaller hail will be ac- 
cepted but not given as much importance as 
before. -Jack w8ish

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VE’s Test at Columbus 


Have test will travel. That seems to be 
the mode of operation for the MARC VE 
Team. VE Coordinator Dave Wendt 
KA9OOH took the team on the road to 
administer Tech, General and Extra Class 
license exams at the annual Columbus 
Hamfest last month. 

Steve K9ODY, Jack W8ISH, Jim 
W9VW and Marc Snell KCOCMM joined 
forces with VE’s from Decatur, Monroe and 
Bartholomew counties to administer nearly 
two dozen exams. This was the first test 
session for newly certified VE, Marc Snell. 
Dave Wendt recorded a nearly perfect test 
session with all but two candidates passing 
their tests for a license or upgrade. 

Soon our VE team may be putting 
IMPD officers to the test. The MARC test 
team has now been asked to organize test 
sessions for Indianapolis Metro Police 
Department road officers. 

This comes following a crackdown by 
police brass last month. Following a com- 
plaint to the FCC, many road officers were 
found operating ham radios without a license 
from their patrol cars. BUSTED! Asa 
result, many IMPD officers have turned the 
page on Tech License study materials to earn 
their Amateur Radio license. Three IMPD 
officers successfully passed their test at the 
March VE testing session held after the 
March MARC regular meeting. The exams 
will mostly likely be given at one of their roll 
call sites. -Jack w8ish

Brian, W9IND has provided us with the 
following directions to the W9IMS Comm 
Center which is located on the property of 
Mike Koss, W9SU: 

1. If you’d rather plug in the coordinates 
and let MapQuest, etc. tell you how to get 
there ... the address 1s 3321 N. Gale St. 
Mike’s phone number is 545-5412, and my 
cell phone number is 506-1980. 

2. If you plan to compete in the “Single 
Op — Unassisted” category (sorry, that’s a 
contesting joke) and find the Comm Center 
on your own, a good place to start is at 
Keystone Avenue and 34th Street on the 
eastside of Indy. (If I-70 1s convenient for 
you, follow it to the Keystone Avenue exit 
and take the North ramp, then continue 
driving north till you reach 34th Street ... look 
for the Sunoco and Marathon stations. ) 
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3. From Keystone and 34th, head east 
on 34th Street for about 10 blocks, keeping 
your eyes open for Olney Street. Don’t turn 
on Olney — just slow down and get ready to 
turn right (south) on the very next street, 
Gale. 

4. At Gale Street, ignore the DEAD 
END sign and the fact that it looks 
like someone’s driveway; you'll soon 
find yourself on a tree-lined lane. Take it one 
block until the pavementruns out... 
and you're there. 

5. The Comm Center is the house on 
your immediate left, and Mike’s residence 1s 
the house a little farther back on the left. You 
can park on the right, either in the front yard 
of the abandoned house or in the field just 
south of it.
